resignation of Chief Norris to Elba 


Police Chief Ray 
Norris Resigns Post 


Mayor Bob English met Saturday 
afternoon with the entire Elba police 
force and announced that he had 
accepted the resignation of Police Chief 
Ray Norris earlier in the day, and that 
the resiguation was effective immedi- 
aiely. 

English told the police officers that 
until a replacement was named he 
would be directly in charge of the 
department and the shift leaders would 
report to him. 

At this point, English asked the 
news media to please leave and he met 
a few minutes with the officers. He also 


gave each one a typed letter concerning 
the matter, the contents of which were 
not released to the press. 

The letter of resignation, read aloud 
by the mayor, indicated Norris had 
resigned his position due to a change in 
plans. 

Monday, English told the city coun- 
cil of his plans and noted that shift 
leaders would be indicated each week as 
the work schedule was posted. He also 
had already begun the search for a 
police chief and was hoping to make a 
recommendation within a couple of 
weeks, 


City Council Adopts 


New Speed Limits 


The Elba City Council held a rela- 
tively short meeting Monday night, 
having postponed it from the previous 
Monday. Ail members were present and 
voting. 

Adopting a state required speed 
limit ordinance, and formally accepting 
the previously announced resignation of 
Police Chief Ray Norris, lead the 
meeting, but the most time was spent 
discussing the holiday practice of 
selling and exploding fireworks by city 
citizens. 

Mayor Bob English told the council 
of Norris’ resignation, and read the 
short letter that only indicated he was 
resigning because of a change in plans. 
The resignation was dated Saturday, 
Nov. 7, and English told the council 
members he had accepted it upon 
presentation, pending the formal accep- 
tance of the council. Up a motion by 
Councilman Charles Kennett the coun- 
cil unanimously accepted Norris’ resig- 
nation. 

English instructed City Clerk Jack 
Prescott to write Norris a letter on 
behalf of the city council thanking him 
for serving the community and wishing 
him well in the future. 


The change in the speed limits are to 
correct some confusion on state high- 
ways in Elba. Alabama law allows the 
State of Alabama to. set the limits on 
these roads. In several cases in Elba the 
limit is one speed coming and another 
speed leaving, an apparent violation of 
the law. In some incidences the speed 
limit will be increased slightly near the 
city limits, but dropped lower as the 
road becomes more congested. 


New or revised speed limit signs on 
the state highways will be supplied and 
maintained by the state highway de- 
partment. The new speed limit ordi- 
nance limits speed on ALL other streets 
and alleys to 25 miles an hour. This 
includes some areas now posted with 
speeds of up to SO miles an hour. 

A lengthy discussion of the issuing 
of business licenses for the sale of Class 
“C"' fireworks tied up the council for 
about thirty minutes. English informed 
the council that Alabama law allows the 
sale and use of these fireworks, but 
leaves the final approvai to the indivi- 
dual cities. He pointed out that a city 
ordinance forbids any fireworks, but 
allows the mayor to waive this for 
certain periods. 

After considering various proposals 
to limit the sale and/or use of fire- 
works, the council verbally agreed to 
allow the sale and to leave the use 
alone, as they have had no complaints 
and every proposal considered created 
some problems. 

Approval was given to paying 
monthly bills totaling $13,273.09. This 
included gasoline at a cost of $5,800 and 
repairs on a limb chipper of $700. 

Councilman John W. Sharpless sug- 
gested citizens place leaves in plastic 
bags or boxes to speed up the pick- 
up process. After a discussion the 
council decided to urge this practice, 
but not require it, and instructed the 
mayor to study buying a leaf vacuum 
machine. Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
noted one was owndd, by the city in 
years past, but he didn’t recall having 
seen the machine or any paperwork 
since about 1974.

Repairs Are Underway At County Jail 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Nov- 
ember 9, at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and held a short, but very active 
meeting. Present at the bi-monthly 
meeting were commission chairman 
James L. Sawyer, clerk Bruncase 
Winston, and commissioners 
Rex Boutwell, Gilmer Grant, Billy 
Eagerton, Charlie Mack Martin, 
Eugene Bradlev and Marvin Bowden. 

The first order of business was to 
open bids on two new patrol cars for the 
sheriff's department; and three local 
dealers made bids. The bids came from 
Cook Cheyrolet ($17,253.28 plain, 
$18,540.88 with police package), Ed 
Sherling Ford ($15,001.06 _ plain, 
$16,051.42 with police package), and 
City Auto Sales ($16,371.50 plain, 
$17,353 with police package). The 
commission voted to accept the bid from 
City Auto Sales on two plain cars, 
without a police package. The patrol 
cars will be four-door Dodge Diplomats. 

Bids on asphalt, timber products 
and pipe for the highway department 
were also opened, and contracts were 
awarded on all three items. Hunt Oil 


-Company was the lone bidder on 


asphalt, as no bids were received from 
Chevron, Varco Products, A.P.A.C. and 
Fayco. The lone bid was accepted. 

American Creosote Works and TMA 
Forest Products both bid on timber, 
with the commission accepting the low 
bid from TMA Forest Products of 
Andalusia. 

Six companies bid on pipe, including 
Fayco; Brow Pipe, Alabama Metal 
Forming, Tri-State Culvert, Choctaw 
and Southern Culvert. After careful 
examination by the county engineer, the 
low bid from Tri-State Culvert was 
accepted. 

Mr. B.Z. Reynolds was at the 
meeting and invited the commissioners 
to attend and speak at a rally on 
Saturday, November 14, at 10 a.m., at 
which the new jail to be built in 
Enterprise would be discussed. 
Reynolds told the commissioners he 
didn’t want any hour-long speeches, but 
stated they could talk for. about five 
minutes. 

The naming of county depositories 
for the county's funds was discussed 
and raised a little more trouble than 
usual. The depositories are named 
annually in November, and this year 
the only request came from the Enter- 
prise Banking Company. Last year, 
county funds were spread among four 
banks - Enterprise Banking Company, 
Citizens Bank of Enterprise, Elba 
Exchange Bank and The People’s Bank 
of Elba and New Broekton. 

The commission, by a vote of 4-2, 
voted to place the seven-cent gas tax 
funds in the Elba Exchange Bank, the 
four-cent RRR funds in The People's 
Bank, and all other monies in Enter- 
prise Banking Company. Voting agains 
the motion were Bradley and Bowden. 

A motion to amend the earlier 
motion to transfer the three-cent RRR 
funds out of The People's Bank and into 
the Citizens Bank was made, but it was 
defeated by a vote of 4-2, with Bradley 
and Bowden again voting in the 
minority. 3 

The normally routine matter of 
making an appointment to a local board 
was anything but routine, as Mrs. Ann 
Nichols and Mr. Rufus Wilson were 
named to the Pensions and Security 
Board. The problem arose when Ron 
Smith, Director of Coffee County 
Pensions and Security Department, 
arrived at the meeting to recommend 
that Mrs. Myrna Rhoades be placed on 
the board. Upon learning of the 
commission's action, Smith stated, ‘I 
wish the commission would have waited 
and asked for my recommendation on 
filling the vacancy on the board. I would 
have submitted the name of Myrna 
Rhoades. In the past, the commission 
went along with the director’s choice 
and I would just like to say your action

A letter from Representative Jimmy 
Holley reminded the commission it 
needed to nominate three citizens for 
appointment to the Equalization Board. 
Nominations will also be made by the 
cities in the county and the county 
school board, and a three-member 
board will be selected. 

A letter from Jake Bonneau, presi- 
dent of the Community Mental Health 
Board, informed the commission that a 
member of the board from Coffee 
County hadn’t attended a meeting in 
two years and asked that the member be 
replaced. After a brief discussion, it 
was agreed a new member would be 
appointed at the next meeting. 

Sgt. Sam Reed of Ft. Rucker 
addressed the commission and told of a 
request his office had received to 
construct a bicycle and jogging trail 
along Rucker Blvd. to Westgate 
Shopping Center. In the request it was 
stated the trail would save energy and 
provide a service to local citizens. The 
sergeant stated a survey taken over a 
72-hour period revealed no joggers or 
bikers, and reported he felt no trail was 
needed. The commission agreed, and 
stated it felt the project was impossible. 

A letter from Joe S. Hopper, 
commissioner of the Department of 
Corrections, noted deficiencies found in 
a recent inspection of the Coffee County 
Jail and requested repairs be made as 
soon as possible. When told of the 
letter, Sheriff Brice Paul stated, ‘‘There 
is a lot of room for improvement, but we 
have started making repairs one area at 
a time and we are now working in the 
kitchen. We have moved the washers 
and dryers off the back porch and 
moved the refrigerators on the porch to 
give us more room in the kitchen. We 
are going to put in a new floor, a pot 
rack and a steel table in the room and 
will also do additional work to improve 
the condition of the kitchen. To alleviate 
the long hours of washing, we have 
issued one pair of jogging shorts and a 
T-shirt with emblems on them identi- 
fying the wearers as county inmates. 
Two contractors have been notified 
about the leaks in the roof, and repairs 
will be made. We know we have a lot of 
work to do, but we are doing it as 
quickly as we can.” 

Before ieaving the meeting, the 
sheriff reported he had sent a letter to

the Board of Corrections, stating Coffee 
County would no longer accept Board of 
Correction prisoners, Since sending the 
letter, according to Paul, five state 
prisoners have been removed from the 
jail. 


In other action at Monday’s meet- 
ing, the commission: 
***received a letter from Rep. Mike 
Weeks asking if the commission had 
any legislation it wanted introduced in 
the next session of the legislatures; 
***approved a request to build a 
cemetery near Enterprise on 134, to be 
named Pleasant Rest Cemetery; 


***a proved a request to do work on the 
grounds at Goodman School ~ and 
authorized Commissioner Bradley to 
supervise the work; 
**®heard Revenue Commissioner 
Ronnie Burns ask for permission to 
donate 70 used notebooks to school 
systems in the county; and 
***paid bills, including a bill for 
$2447.50 for legal services provided 
since May 26 by the firm of Rowe, Rowe 
and Sawyer for work on the lawsuit to 
build a jail in Enterprise. 

The next scheduled meeting will be 
on Monday, November 23, at 9 a.m. in 
Enterprise. 


City School Board Accepts Pearce Resignation 


The Elba City School Board met tast 
Thursday night and heard Superinten- 
dent John Osburn read the letter of 
resignation from Middle Schoo! Princi- 
pal Charles Pearce. Pearce’s resigna- 
tion is effective December 31. 

Pearce indicated in his letter that he 
was resigning due to personal reasons. 
The superintendent publicly thanked 
Pearce for his dedication to the Elba 
city school system and indicated he had 
already expressed the same feelings to 
Pearce personally. 

After accepting the resignation of 
Pearce, the board approved a job 
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description to be used in filling the 
vacancy. They accepted Osburn’s re- 
commendations on this matter. Osburn 
expressed a desire to hire someone as 
principal who could also serve as junior 
high football coach, Osburn explained 
this would not interfere with the princi- 
pal’s job, as the ball practice could be 
scheduled after 4 p.m. 

The board adopted a resolution to 
borrow enough money. to pay the final 
installment on the new high school wing 
and pay for the new middle school roof. 
He noted that the high school funds had 
been reserved but used earlier for 
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operation expense due to the cash flow 
problem of state monies. 

The board adopted a revised budget 
due to the necessity of adding in the 
funds to be borrowed for the middle 
school roof. This raised the previously 
announced total from $1,748,000 to 
$1,858,328. 

Board members held a brief dis- 
cussion on proposed ways to best use 
any of the oil-lease money released by 
the state to the Elba schools. Osburn 
told board members there was a need 
for some new school buses and work on 
the interior of the middle school due *> 
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the roof problem, When asked how the 
additional funds could be used, he 
noted that construction projects would 
be limited by the amount of the funds, 
but one possibility that would be con- 
sidered is expansion of band facilities. 
Osburn said later that if some additional 
funds were included in the governor’s 
package, the board would consider 
continuing work on the high school 
master plan that includes a new a1" ditor- 
ium and media center (vr library).

To Count Blessings 


Thanksgiving is a time of 
speciai religious  signifi- 
cance, There is no other time 
just like this in our entire 
year. One of the things that 
is special is the counting of 
blessings and the role of 
prayer in this time. 

There are far too few 
occasions that cail us to 
prayer and yet prayer is the 
most powerful force at our 
disposal. There was a time 
when we were called to 
prayer on many occasions:

AN ORDINANCE FIXING 
AND _ ESTABLISHING 
SPEED LIMITS AND PARK- 
ING REGULATIONS IN THE 
CITY OF ELBA, ALABAMA 
AND ITS POLICE JURIS- 
DICTION 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY OF ELBA, ALABAMA 
AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1: No person shall 
operate a motor vehicle 
at a greater speed than 
fifty-five (SS) miles per 
hour in the following 
listed zones of the city: 


(1) On Alabama Highway 
No. 166 from south city 
limits, thence northerly 
for a distance of 0.65 
mile. 

(2) On Alabama High- 
way No. 87 from south 
city limits, thence nor- 
therly to junction Ala- 
bama 12 (US 84) a dis- 
tance of 0.60 mile. 

Section 2: No person shall 

operate a motor vehicle 
at a greater speed than 
fifty (SO) miles per hour 
in the following listed 
zone of the city:

Section 10: In addition to 
all provisions of law re- 
lating to the speed and 
operation of motor ve- 
hicle in said City there 
is hereby adopted by the 
City of Elba Alabama 
all laws of the State of 
Alabama and ail rules 
and regulations of the 
State Highway Depart- 
ment pertaining to the 
control of traffic and mo- 
tor vehicles on highways 
that are misdemeanors 
under the State Laws and 
a violation of such laws 
rules and regulations in 
the City of Elba or in 
the police jurisdiction 
thereof, shall be viola- 
tions of this ordinance. 

Section 11: Any person 
violating any provision 
of this ordinance shall 
be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be 
punished by a fine of 
not more than $100.00 
or may be imprisoned 
in the municipal jail or. 
sentenced to hard labor 
for the City for a period. 
not exceeding ten (10) 
days; for a second such 
conviction within one 
year thereafter such per- 
son shall be punished 
by a fine not more than 
$100.00 or may be im- 
prisoned in the municipal 
jail or sentenced to hard 
labor for the City for a 
period not exceeding 
twenty (20) days or by 
both such fine and im- 
prisonment; upon a third 
or subsequent conviction 
within one year after the 
first conviction such per- 
son shall be punished by 
a fine not more than 
$100.00 or may be im- 
prisoned in the municipal 
jail or sentenced to hard 
labor for the City for a. 
period not exceeding six 
(6) months, or by both 


fine and imprisonment. 
Section 12: All ordinances or 
parts of ordinances in 
conflict with this ordin- 
ance are hereby repealed. 


Section 13: This ordinance 
shall become effective 
immediately upon its pas- 
sage approval and pubii- 
cation as provided by law.

RESPONSIBILITIES - 

Buying holiday gifts by 
mail is an easy way to shop. 
You can sit in the comfort of 
your home and make deci- 
when you have the 
time. Unfortunately, com- 
plaints about mail orders are 
one of the most often report- 
ed consumer problems. 

It is important to know 
your rights and responsibi- 
lities when ordering by mail. 
Your responsibilities include 
reading the advertisement 
carcfully: becoming familiar 
with the refund and ex- 
change policy of the mail 
order company; shopping a- 
round for comparable pro- 
ducts; shopping early; buy 
ing from reliable mail order 
companies; and correctly 
completing the mail order 
form. 

A common problem re- 
ported by mail order com- 
panies is that consumers fail 
to correctly complete the 
order form. Frequently they 
find that the order form does 
not contain a correct address 
or name. Other pertinent 
information missing from the 
order form is size, color and 
number of items. 

You have some rights 
when ordering by mail. You 
can expect shipment on or- 
dered merchandise within 30 
days after your order is re- 
ceived by the company or a 
note telling you it will take 
longer.

Farmers Should Guard Against Soil Erosion 


Soil erosion is expensive 
to the farmer and is one of 
the major sources of stream 
pollution today. Although the 
entire blame for muddy 
creeks and rivers cannot be 
placed on the farmer, they 
are usually the ones who 
bear most of the challenge to 
correct this problem. Silting 
or sanding in of creeks, 
rivers, fields and farm ponds 
is not an easy problem to 
solve, but there is a relatively 
simple measure to use that 
can decrease the amount of 


soil leaving a field after 
harvest of row crops. small 
grains or peanuts. Crop resi- 
due, when left on the land, 
can greatly reduce the dis- 
astrous effects of uncon- 
trolled water in the form of 
gully and sheet erosion dur- 
ing the winter months. 


There are many advan- 
tages to leaving a good 
amount of residue on the 
ground. First, and foremost, 
it reduces the erosion of that 
most important crop-produc- 


Interest Rate Goes 
Up On Tax Payments 


Alabamians will find it 


more expensive to delay 
overdue federal tax  pay- 
ments after February I, 


1981, according to the Intern- 
al Revenue Service. The 
annual interest rate charged 
on federal tax underpay- 
ments and paid On tax over- 
payments will rise from 12 to 
20 percent on that date. 
Individual and corporate 
estimated tax penalties will 
also increase to 20 percent, 


the Internal Revenue Service 
said. 

The rate change is a 
result of the Economic Re- 
covery Tax Act of 1981. The 
new law provides that the 
interest rate be set by each 
October 15 and be based on 
100 percent of the average 
prime interest rate for the 
preceding month, Previously 
the rate was set every two } 
years and was based on 90 
percent of the prime rate.

Just about one half of 
corn, grain sorghum, smail 
grains, and soybeans are 
crop residues. These resi- 
dues, stalks, stemsand 
leaves, contain the 16 essen- 
tial nutrients for plant 
growth. Elements gradually 
released into the soil through 
decomposition are nitrogen, 
phosphorus, potassium, cal- 
cium, magnesium, sulfur, 
boron, eron, zinc, mangan- 
ese, copper, chlorine and 
molybdenum, Organisms in 
the soil cause these residues 
to slowly decay and release 
their stored nutrients. 

Besides the above listed 
nutrients, crop residues sup- 
ply organic matter to the soil, 
primarily in the forms of 
carbon, hydrogen and oxy- 
gen.

rhe upgraded fee sche- 
dule is long overdue, accord- 
ing to the governor. Because 
of five years of inflation, the 
old Medicaid physician fees 
were generally much lower 
than those charged to non- 
Medicaid patients. As a re- 


sult, many physicians 
dropped out of the Medicaid 
program. 


“The new, higher fees 
will encourage many skilled 
physicians to stay with the 
program, and Medicaid reci- 
pients will have greater ac- 
cess to high-quality health 
care," said Gov, James. 

He added that physician 
fees were not increased for 
five years because of long- 
term funding problems in the 
Medicaid program. The 
funding situation has im- 
proved, he said. 

The new fee schedule is 
expected to add about $3 
million to the cost of the 
Medicaid program this year. 
However, greater patient ac- 
cess to skilled physician care 
created by the new schedule 
may result in reduced Medi- 
caid hospital admissions and 
long-term illnesses. 

Fees in the new schedule 
were not increased uniformly 
for all physician services. 
Some fees increased more 
than others, and a few did 
not increase at all. 

An important change in 
the new fee schedule is that 
fees no longer vary from one 
region of the state to ano- 
ther. 

Under the old schedule, a 
physician practicing in a 
large, metropolitan area such 
as Birmingham, received 
more for a particular service 
than a physician in a small 


town, 

Now, all physicians in the 
State will receive the same 
Medicaid fee for the same 
service. 


all of these nutrients and if 
residues are removed, these 
minerals must be supplied in 
other more expensive forms. 
Organic matter is important 
to the soil, other than for 
plant growth. It helps to 
maintain and improve soil 
structure, soil tilth, water in- 
filtration, aeration, and bulk 
density. When all residues 
are removed as in the under- 
developed countries, soil 
production will decline and 
erosion will increase. Here in 
the Southeast, crop residue 
is most important because 
soils in this area are highly 
erosive. 

Residues left on the sur- 
face greatly help to decrease 
erosion by wind and rain. 
About a 80 percent decrease 
in erosion can be had when 
residue is left on land with a 
4 percent slope. On sandy or 
loam soil types about 1,700 
pounds of wheat residue or 
3,500 pounds of corn residue 
is needed to curtail erosion. 
For calv loam soils about 750 
pounds of wheat residue or 
1,500 pounds of corn residue 
are needed to protect the 
soil. 

Crop residie “are 
important both to plant 
growth and decreasing soil 
erosion. Doesn't it make 
sense to leave the residue on 
the soil rether than risk 
losing your productive soil 
base?

Baby Cribs 


The Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health, at the 
request of the U.S, Consum- 
er Product Safety Commis- 
sion announces a recall by 
the Quester Juvenile Furni- 
ture Co. of approximately 
17,000 portable cribs. The 
Kantwet Tray-L-Cribs are 
being recalled voluntarily by 
the company because the 
bottom of the cribs may 
separate from the sides and 
allow infants to fall to the 
floor. 

The Consumer Product 
Safety Commission staff has 
been informed of 36 inci- 
dents since 1979 in which 
infants have fallen to the 
floor when the soft vinyl 
crib basket became un- 
stitched from the net sides. 
Four infants were reported 
injured. 

The recall applies only to 
Model 320 Kantwet’ Trav- 
L-Cribs which do not con- 
tain a date code on the 
reverse side of the large 
white law tag attached to the 
crib mattress. The model 
number is located on the 
front of the law tag. If the tag 
has a date code on its reverse 
side, the crib is not being 
recalled. The cribs were 
manufactured between Jan- 
uary and June 1979, and sold 
for approximately $35 in 
retail stores east of the Rocky 
Mountains.

organic matter and nutrients 
for growing plants. This is 
much more desirable for 
some people than burning 
the leaves. 

A compost pile is easy to 
establish. Compost piles can 
be of any size. Some people 
use one about 10 square and 
about 6 feet deep. A bin of 
this size will produce 2- 
2% tons of well-rotted com- 
post during the year, pro- 
vided the bin is kept filled. 

To start a compost pile, 
place a foot of leaves in the 
bottom of the bin, Wet the 
leaves with water and cover 
with one inch of soil. Then 
sprinkle on about 5 pounds of 
something like 8-8-8 or 13- 
13-13 over the soil. Simply 
repeat these steps until the 
bin is full. Leave a little 
depression in the center of 
the bin so that rain water will 
soak down through the mass. 
You can place a removable 
board at the bottom of the 
bin so that well-rotted mater- 
ial can be removed. 


RECOMMENDED FRUITS 

I get quite a few calls on 
varieties of fruit trees and 
pecans to plant in this area. 
Apples can be grown very 
successfully in Coffee 
County. In fact, this was a 
good year for apple produc- 
tion. Two red type apples 
are recommended, These are 
Brogden and Anna. Three 
yellow types are Wiregrass, 
Dorsett Golden, and Ein 
Sheimer. Plant one or more 
red types with one or more 
yellow types. Use the Ein 
Sheimer as pollinator for 
Anna, 

Recommended pears are 
Orient, Baldwin, Kieffer and 
Moonglow. Plums recom- 
mended for this area are 
Methiey, Bruce, Morris and 
Crimson. 

Recommended peaches 
are Springerest, June Gold, 
Maygold, Rubired, Sentinel, 
Harvester, Loring, Summer- 
gold, Winblo, Redskin, Dixi- 
land, and Springold.

IMPROVED LAWNS 

Alot of lawns need de- 
thatching. About every other 
year, I rent one of these 
small, self-propelled ma+ 
chines to dig all of the dead 
grass out of my lawn. Even 
though you remove your 
clippings during the growing 
season, you would be sur- 
prised at the amount of 
material a dethatcher will 
bring to the top of the 
ground. | especially recom- 
mend dethatching for Zoysia 
and improved Bermudagrass 
lawns. Of course, Centipede 
and St. Augustine will bene- 
fit from dethatching. 

When is the best time to 
dethatch? | would wait until 
the grass is completely dead. 
The time between December 
1S and March 15 would be 
ideal. If you would like to 
have further information on 
this, call me at the extension 
office and I will tell you how 
to use the machine. 


SUGGESTION 

Quite a few Coffee 
County farmers do not know 
what crops will be planted 
next year in certain fields. If 
you haven't decided yet on a 
specific crop for a field, send 
the sample in and request a 
recommendation for two or 
three different crops. For 
example, if you are thinking 
about planting soybeans in a 
field, but are not sure, go 
ahead and request recom- 
mendations for corn and 
peanuts, also. This won't 
cost any more, and you can 
gel specific suggestions for 
each crop. 

Now is an excellent time 
to take care of both soil and 
nematode testing. We have 
all of the supplies you pocd 
for collecting the samp. and 
shipping it at the extension 
office in New Brockton.
